The	Annual	Town	Meeting	will	
be	held	on	June	19,	venue	to	be	determined.		The	Caucus	is	held	each	year	for	the	purpose	of	
nominating	candidates	for	Town	Office,	to	be	elected	at	a	Town	Election	scheduled	for	June	29.		In	order	
for	Caucus	to	commence,	a	minimum	of	25	registered	voters	need	to	be	present.	So,	if	you	feel	
comfortable	venturing	out,	please	join	us!	Chairs	will	be	spaced	at	a	minimum	six	foot	distance	and	we	
ask	that	folks	please	bring	a	mask	to	wear.
